picked up and 
taken as 
quickly as 
possible to the drug 
store on the op­ 
posite 
corner. 
Dr. G. C. Zeyn was 
called in, tint 
could do nothing 
for 
the lad. 
A medical examination was 
made and it was discovered 
that the 
cause of death was a fatally defective- 
heart. 
T h e boy's liver was also badly 
afiected, and the sudden 
exertion ol 
running 
for 
the 
train 
proved 
too 
much for the enfeebled organs. 
At 
first it was supposed that the boy had 
slipped and in falling struck the edge 


of the station 
building, 
breaking his 
neck, but the medical examination by
